In the extreme north of Russia, from 


thn White sea to Bering strait, ttere 
lies the region of the tundras—waste 
frozen marshes stretching inland from 
the sea for from 300 13 1,000 miles. It 
is often difficult to determine tbe point 
separating the laud from the sea, for 
the surface of the ground is frozen 
som« forty feet deep. Even the beat 
of summer can thaw only about two 
feet of top soiL 


The onl.v possible vegetation consists 


of moss and a few b?rry bushes—scant 
food for the millions of birds and 
beasts of all kinds that flock northward 
in July and August to escape their en- 
emy, the hunter.
